J 
There have been hundreds of instances 
in Havana in which drunken soMier- 
havo resisted arrest and commit ted all 
sorts of offenses against tho municipal 
law, and such conduct has been aggro* , 
vated by the common feeling among the j 
troops that the local guardians of the 
peace had not the courage to use their 
arms against offenders in American uni­ 
forms 
Such occurrences as those of 
the last few days may have a salutary j 
effect in restoring the status of the i>o- 
liceraan as a guardian of public order. 
As to the recent alleged appearance of 
brigands in this province the military 
authorities remain more or less skepti­ 
cal.
